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CSULB students turn to loans 
as tuition continues to climb 


CSULB students 
borrow about $10,000 
less than students 
nationwide.

Venus Munguia, a senior psychol- 
ogy major at Cal State Long Beach, in- 
tended on borrowing $3,500 in student 
loans but now owes $9,000, and may 
find herself taking out another loan to 
pay for summer school. 

Munguia interns 24 hours a week 
at Toyota and works 12 to 13 hours a 


week at Daniel’s Jewelers, aside from 
being a full-time student. Munguia 


plans to start saving money soon to pay 


for her loans. 

“Hopefully next year I will be in a 
better position financially,” she said. 
“!’m not trying to make little pay- 
ments.” 

According to the most recent data 
compiled by collegeportrait.org, dur- 
ing the 2008-09 academic year, 43 per- 
cent of CSULB students who started 
out as freshmen assumed loans. The 
average amount borrowed by students 
was $14,142 — almost $10,000 below 
the national average. 

With the upcoming tuition increase, 
more students. might find themselves 
borrowing from Uncle Sam. 

Nick Valdivia, director of financial 
aid at CSULB, said he has seen more 
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students willing to borrow but he said 
that isn’t necessarily a bad thing. 

“Sometimes it is the smart move to 
borrow,” he said. “Borrow now, pay 
later. You get better grades and get out 
of school faster.” 

The tuition increases have given 
students like Kathryn Volk, a senior 
communication studies major, a reason 
to finish school faster. 

“J don’t want to. stay in school any 
longer,” she said. “I can’t afford to 
keep taking out loans.” 

The current unemployment rate 
for California fell from 11.9 percent 
in September 2011 to 11.7 percent in 
October, according to the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Labor.

Occupy LB may leave downtown 


A recent report 
suggests protesters: 
relocate from Lincoln 
Park to El Dorado Park.

Occupy Long Beach protesters may 
soon move from their current encamp- 
ment in downtown Long Beach’s Lin- 
coln Park to the campgrounds at El 
Dorado Park, according to a report 


by city employees for the Long Beach 
City Council. 

El Dorado Park is located inaresiden- 
tial area near the I-605 freeway, about 
eight miles away from Lincoln Park. 

The report outlined three main op- 
tions: moving the group to El Dorado 


Park, amending municipal code that _ 


currently prohibits camping in pub- 
lic spaces or leaving the protesters in 
Lincoln Park where’ they are forced 
to move out of the park and onto the 
sidewalk every night at 10 p.m., with 
tents and other temporary structures 
subject to confiscation by the police. 

The report was requested by the city 
two weeks ago, when the city council 


decided to postpone a decision until 
Dec. 6. 

Moving the group to El Do- 
rado Park, the only campground 
in Long Beach, would likely al- 
low for police costs to be reduced, 
at the expense of protest visibility. 

Barring further delays, the city will 
decide if they will. amend municipal 
code to allow camping on Tuesday. If 
they decide against the amendment, 
OLB protesters may find themselves 
evicted in a manner similar to the re- 
cent Occupy Los Angeles protest. 

The city estimated that OLB has 
cost taxpayers at least $320,777 since 
Oct. 16.

CSULB’s Rhodes Scholar still 
can't believe she won award 


Stephanie Bryson, a 
2011 CSULB alum, 
said school wasn’t 
always her ‘jam.’

Cal State Long Beach graduate 
Stephanie Bryson won one of the 
most prestigious awards in the world 
— the Rhodes scholarship, which 
will enable her to study at Oxford 
University in fall 2012. 

“T still don’t believe it,’ Bryson 
said. “It still hasn’t hit me.” 

The scholarship received 830 ap- 
plicants worldwide. Out of 80 world- 
wide winners, 32 were from the Unit- 
ed States.

California girl — a blonde lifeguard, 
who surfed and lived carefree. She 
said being a surfer girl is part of her 
personality. 

During her sophomore ‘year of 
high school, Bryson contemplated 
dropping out to become a profes- 
sional surfer. 

“Once I got my car, I just wanted 
to go surfing, and I ditched a lot of 
school,” Bryson said. “It was hard to 
go to school. It just wasn’t my jam.” 

However, she soon realized that 
being a professional surfer would not 
be a reasonable life choice to sup- 
port herself. Instead, she decided to 
continue her education and apply to 
college. 

Bryson only applied to state 
schools, but because both of her par- 
ents were professors at San Diego 
State, she decided not to go there. 
Bryson chose CSULB because of its 

location, weather and campus 
environment.

Zeta Beta Tau member Will Phelps said.

She noted 
that Bryson was always the student who 
would go to a campus event she men- 
tioned in class. 

“What amazed me about Steffi is that 
she would ‘go to events because she was 
truly interested,” Hempel-Lamer said. 
“Students should get their money’s 
worth by taking advantage of activities 


on campus.” 

Richard Marcus, associate profes- 
sor and director of the international 
studies program, served as an adviser 
to Bryson at CSULB,-and wrote her 


various letters of recommendation for, 


scholarships, including the Rhodes. 
When Bryson came to Marcus about 
her plan to apply for the Rhodes, he 
knew it would be an intensive process, 
but he still thought of her as a perfect 
candidate. 
“l’m just as proud of her for going 


through the process as I am for her ac- 
tually winning,” Marcus said. “Public 
institutions are less likely to get the 
Rhodes.” 

Because the Rhodes is such a pres- 
tigious scholarship, most of the win- 
ners in the United States come from 
Ivy League schools. Bryson is the first 
student from CSULB to win the award. 

“To have a high level of belief in 
yourself and not be arrogant is some- 
thing that she had a good balance in,” 
Marcus said. 


During the selection process, Bryson 
said the Rhodes Trust was looking for 
people who were original. 

She said she remained herself and. 
had fun with it. : 

“Tt helped me in my process because 
it was so stressful,” Bryson said. “I was 
able to calm myself down.” 

Bryson plans to go to Oxford Uni- 
versity for one year before returning to 
Georgetown to continue her program. 
Her ultimate. goal is to become an ad- 
viser to the president. 
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Volk said the thought of being able to 
find a job after college to pay for student 
loans terrifies her. 

She owes $19,000 in student loans and 
is considering joining AmeriCorps once 
she graduates in spring so that she can get 


her loans deferred for a longer period. 

“T hope the economy gets better by 
the time I’m done with AmeriCorps,” 
she said. 

After graduation, students have six 
months to start paying off their Federal 
‘Stafford Loans. On the other hand, the 
Federal Perkins Loans give students a 
nine-month grace period. ° 

Liberal arts major Simone White 
said she might have a harder time find- 


ing a K-8 teaching position in order to 
pay for her loans. 

“Eventually there will be a big need 
[for teachers,] but not when I graduate,” 
White said. 

Kirsten Sherman, a freshman liberal 
studies major, pays for school on her 
own. For extra school-related expens- 
es like books, Sherman relies on her 
grandmother. 

She has not considered taking out 


loans because she has enough money 
set aside to cover school, but tuition 
increases are jeopardizing her savings 
— the Cal State University just raised 
tuition for fall 2012 by about $500. 
“When they did the tuition raise, I 
had to pay the extra $200,” Sherman 
said. “I make enough money to pay for 
[the increase] but not enough for any- 


- thing else. I’m taking more units to fin- 


ish faster.”

Club sells 
kits for 
earthquake 
emergency

quakes strike Southern California ~ 


each year. 

As a club fundraiser, the Indus- 
trial/Organizational Psychology 
Student Organization (I/O PSO) is 
selling emergency kits this week for 
those who want to be prepared. 

There are two types of kits: basic 
and deluxe. 

Basic kits are priced at $12, and 
include six 4.22-ounce pouches of 
water, one solar blanket, three wet 
naps, one Federal Emergency Man- 
agement Agency (FEMA) check- 
list, a collection of apple cinnamon 
food rations and one 12-hour light 
stick. All items included in the kit 
will be offered in a water-resistant 
“Survival Kit” nylon bag. 

Deluxe kits are priced at $20 and 
include all items in the basic kit, 
plus one list of auto emergency in- 
structions, one AM/FM radio with 
batteries, 50 waterproof matches, 
one dust mask, one whistle, one 
31-piece first-aid kit and one dyna- 
mo-ready light instead of the 12- 
hour light stick. 

I/O PSO adviser and professor 
of psychology David Whitney rec- 
ommends that students have one of 
these kits in the trunk of their car or 
in their home. Q 

“Everybody should be prepared,” 
Whitney said. “Especially those of 
us who live in Southern California 
where earthquakes are a major con- 
cern.” 

I/O PSO has’ been at Cal State 
Long Beach for about three years, 
Because the club is fairly new to 
the university, they also plan on 
raising money for a fund that will 
help future cohorts in organizing 
an annual conference trip, accord- 
ing to the club’s president, Jennifer 
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The deluxe kit costs $20 and doubles as a fanny pack. 


EMERGENCY Kits 
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Quigley, a graduate student in the I/O 
PSO program. 

“Students and faculty who buy a kit 
will be making a sound investment,” 
Quigley said. 

The emergency kits can be pre-or- 
dered in the psychology office. 

Even though there will not be a table 
selling these kits on campus, those in- 
terested in purchasing one can visit 


the office Monday through Wednesday 
from 8 a.m. to 5 p.m., excluding a lunch 
period from noon to | p.m. 

Those who purchase an emergency 
kit before the deadline can expect to re- 
ceive their kit by Dec. 21. Quigley and 
Whitney suggested that one of these 
kits would make a perfect holiday gift 
this season,

And then. it was back to their com- 
positions, reacting to margin notes 
sent by their teacher, Kelly Finn, that 
would continue in the days ahead even 
though she was leaving for a confer- 
ence in Chicago. 

What’s next? 

Barstow’s tech guy, Scott Daniel, 


has ideas. (Imagine students surfing 


academic social networks on tab- 


‘lets, working through instructional 


programs that react to each student's 
unique pace and needs.) 

But the truth is that the possibilities 
in education are bounding ahead daily. 

And here’s the more alarming truth: 
American schools aren’t keeping up. 

Finn’s high-tech classroom is more 
the exception than the rule. The costs 
of equipment and tech support on top 
of the many demands already monopo- 
lizing teachers’ time keep most classes 
behind the digital curve. And even 
Finn’s class is just wading in the ocean 
of technology.

time,” said Karen Cator, director of 
education technology with the U.S. 


. Department of Education: Computer 


networks and keystroke-sensitive al- 
gorithms are capable of guiding stu- 
dents as if hooked to a GPS for learn- 
ing, accessible to teachers, parents and 
the students themselves, she said. 

“We can know where they are, and 
how to help them move forward,” she 
said. 

Yet school systems remain mired in 
their past, said James Gée, professor of 
literacy studies at Arizona State Uni- 
versity. They languish, beset by fears 
of technology, cyberbullying, distract- 
ed students and prohibitive costs. 

Meanwhile, Gee said, the computer 
gaming industry is lapping the field, 
propelling children and teenagers on 
missions that are harder than the work 
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they’re doing in school. Alone and in 
teams, children pursue ascending lay- 
ers of performance marks with unre- 
lenting zeal. 

Why education hasn’t been quicker 
seizing this dynamic baffles him. 

“What we can’t do in school, these 
dirty capitalists are doing in games 
and getting rich,” Gee said. “I’m not 
pushing games. I’m pushing a new 
way of learning.” 

Consider the folly of a school year 
dominated by end-of-year exams, says

teachers essentially stop teaching in 
March “and prepare for a test.”

The meeting was to address presidential selec- 
tion and compensation, but due to the possibility of 
student protests and the lack of a door to the Chan- 
cellor’s office, it was postponed. © 

“We don’t have a building where we can get large 
groups of people in and out,” CSU spokesman Erik 
Fallis said. ~ 

It makes sense that CSU officials would be wor- 
ried; but rescheduling the Dec. 5 meeting seems 
rather pointless. 

To begin, Students for a Quality Education prom- 
ised to “band together and unite peacefully” at the 
BOT meeting. Now, this may not be too compelling 
of a reason, but if protesters have stressed assembling 
“peacefully,” then there shouldn’t be too many worries. 

Also, student protests will not cease with a 
one-month postponement. Presidential selection 
and compensation is an issue that should and must 
be addressed. Postponing the matter due to the 
inability to control who enters and leaves the office 
contradicts its importance. 

CSULB Graduate Student Association presi- 
dent and SQE organizer Donnie Bessom said, “We 
wanted to make our message clear to the media by 
speaking at the open meeting in a more somber tone. 
We were going to ask for amnesty for the peace- 
ful protesters who were arrested on Nov. 16; as for 
transparency during tuition votes; and to review 
the police protocols when dealing with peaceful 


protests.” He reassured that they were not planning a protest. 
Lastly, in an Our View published last week, the importance of: 
protests was stressed. They are needed in order for us-to progress. 
How else can people voice their opinions and really be paid atten- 
tion to? Protests are’a cry out for attention, but they need to be. 


Whether you are for or against student protests, you’re well aware 
that they are going on, and that’s exactly what they want. 

As stated above, student protests in January won’t differ much 
from possible protests in December. And a missing door won’t 
be that big of a difference. For the door to even be mentioned as 
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a reason to postpone such an important meeting comes off a bit 
backward. Essentially, it looks like CSU officials are sidestepping 
the issue because of the door. 

The priority should be carrying out the meeting, regardless of 
protests, bottom line. : 


Occupy movement is defined by a sense of entitlement and envy

How else would citizens at Kent State have 
gotten their voice out against President Richard 
Nixon’s invasion of Cambodia in 1970 were it 
not for protesting? Or what about protesting at 
Tiananmen Square in China in the late 1980s? 


» In each of those two ex- 


amples, people died for the 
right to protest and they . 
served as critical turning 
points in American history 
and social involvement in politics. Protesting is 
a freedom that every American is entitled to and 
I’m not saying it should be taken away. 

Recent protests in other countries such as the 
2011 Iranian protests following the country’s 
controversial elections and the Arab Spring 
prove that change can happen when people under 
oppressive rule gather up for acommon good. 
Where is the oppression in the United States, 
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though? Is a disparity among the distribution of 
wealth in the country a legitimate reason to take 
to the streets and protest for weeks and months, 

decrying everything from the rich to the lack of 
jobs to even Jews themselves? 

At first the Occupy movement was cute and 
seemed to have a point; now it has denigrated into 
nothing more than “let’s-see-how-long-we-can- 

: camp-out-in-front-of-city- 
hall.” 

Comedian and radio/ 
television personality Adam 
Carolla recently offered a 
biting critique of the Occupy movement, where he 
explained the cultural reasons forthe protests and 
offered solutions for it: Carolla’s spot-on analysis 
‘of the situation, which can easily be found-on 
YouTube for those who haven’t seen it, basically 
breaks the situation down to one main concept 
— envy. eae 

Carolla argues that much of the time, the 
response to a person who has accumulated wealth 


and power is not admiration and inspiration but 
rather envy. Instead of honing one’s skills and 
actually working hard towards bettering oneself, 
many occupiers simply think they are entitled to 
wealth and that “throwing a brick through the 
window of the rich” is the correct response to the 
situation. It isn’t. 

We are not oppressed in this country. Our 
economy goes through highs and lows just like 
any other, and people do occasionally fall on 
tough times. This country could definitely use 
some improvements, but non-stop public camping 
is not the way to do it. The Occupy movement has 
no-doubt made its point and it is time to respect 
the rest of the.country. by closing up shop and 
continuing “the struggle” by writing congress- 
men.and elected officials.

After two consecutive road. losses, 
the Long Beach State men’s basketball 
team looked happy to be home Friday. 

The ‘Niners defeated BYU-Hawaii, 
79-43, at the Walter Pyramid to main- 
tain its perfect record of 3-0 at home. 

A 15-3 LBSU run to open the’second 
half quickly took away any thought of a 
Seasiders upset. The 49ers (4-3) never 


looked back, and closed out with the ~ 


convincing 36-point victory. 

Leading by just four at halftime, 
32-28, the ‘Niners picked up the de- 
fensive intensity in the second period. 
The Beach forced BYUH (1-5) into 23 
turnovers for the game, and capitalized 
on the offensive end to the tune of 29 
points off turnovers. 

‘Despite the large margin of victory, 
LBSU head coach Dan Monson said he 
is weary of these types of games. 

“I’ve never been this frustrated with 
a 36-point win,” he said, “This team 
has got to be more consistent of their 
identity. We need to play the same on 
every possession, whether we’re up 10, 
or down 10.”

with 16 points on 5 of 9 shooting and 4 
of 4 from three-point range, while also 
collecting five steals. Senior forward 
Eugene Phelps recorded a double-dou- 
ble, scoring 14 points and grabbing 13 
rebounds. : 

Senior forward T.J. Robinson record- 
ed his fourth double-double of the sea- 
son, scoring 12 points and pulling down 
a game-high 14 rebounds. Senior guard 
Casper Wate scored 13 points on 4 of 8 
shooting. Ware also had five steals and 
dished out four assists in 28 minutes. 

The Beach looked balanced offen- 
sively, but Monson wanted his team to 
focus more on the defensive end for this 
game. 


“We really focused defensively,” he 
said. “We were so focused defensively 
that we were messy offensively. We had 
one goal and that was to keep them un- 
der 60 points.” = 

Phelps said the team’s second-half 
surge was purely due to effort. 

“Coach said at halftime that every 
time we play a weaker team we-relax,” 
he said. “He told us to pick it up and 
play how we can play.” 

The 49ers did just that, outscoring 
the Seasiders, 47-15, in the second half, 
and holding ‘Siders star senior Tsung- 
Hsien “Jet” Chang to just five points 
after the break and 16 for the game. 
Chang dropped 32 points on The Beach 


last season. No other player scored over 
five points for BYUH. 

The ‘Niners can’t afford to have a 
slow start in their next two games be- 
cause they are scheduled to face two 
schools who are perennial top 25 teams 
— No. 14-ranked Kansas and No. 5 
North Carolina. 

“There’s pressure but we’ve been 
there before,” Phelps said of the upcom- 
ing games. “We just have to play hard, 
try and get the ‘W’ and see where we 
go.”

SD ends 


LBSU’s 
streak, 
season — 
again

LOS ANGELES — The Long 
Beach State women’s volleyball sea- 
son ended in a state of déja vu Fri- 
day night at UCLA’s John Wooden 
Center. 

The 49ers were eliminated ~for 
the second consecutive time by the 
University of San Diego in the first 
round of the NCAA Tournament. 

In its 25th consecutive NCAA 
appearance, the four-set loss — 23- 
25, 26-24, 25-19, 25-21 — ended 
not only the ‘Niners’ season, but 
also their 15-match winning streak, 
which began Oct. 4 at UC Irvine. 

“T felt that there was still a match 
in the fourth game until we started 
making a series of errors,” Gimmil- 
laro said. We wanted to win badly, 
but we just lost our sense of disci- 
pline and responsibility.” 

Gimmillaro added: “I am ex- 
tremely disappointed. We certainly 
wanted more out of this; it is a really 
hard loss for this team.” 

After winning’ the first set, No. 
23-ranked LBSU (23-7) dropped 
three straight frames to No. 20 San 
Diego (28-4). 

Sophomore Chloe Ferrari led the 
surge with a match-high 18 kills on 
.424 hitting. 

LBSU was led by senior Caitlin 
Ledoux, who in her final match as a 
49er, compiled a team-high 16 kills 
to go with five digs on .163 hitting. 

“They [San Diego] just outplayed 
us in the end,” Ledoux said. “We 
came out really confident and we 
lost that.”
